IS IT ALL A FICTION? 
A Sensational Story that Affects Som e­ 
body in California. 
New Y ork, March 29th.—[Special.]— 
The story of an old crime, mingled with 
considerable romance, was again brought 
out yesterday, after a lapse of thirty-three 
years. J. 15. Hart, a lawyer of San Fran­ 
cisco, appeared iu the Court of General 
Sessions, and asked Recorder Smythe that 
the old indictment against Wm. Kissane, 
for forgery, be quashed. The date of the 
indictment is November, 185-1. At that 
time Kissane, Andrew Findlay and Lyman 
Cole were accused of passing a forged 
check 
for 
$0,918 
on 
the Conti­ 
nental Bank, the predecessor of the 
Chemical National Bank. The same 
men were charged with forging another 
draft for $12.000 on the American Exchange 
Bank. Both drafts were in favor of one 
imaginary James Bishop, who was repre­ 
sented by Andrew Findlay. The cases at­ 
tracted considerable notice in those days. 
On March 16, 1855, when Cole was prose­ 
cuted by the Continental bank, Oakey Hall, 
who was then District Attorney, entered a 
nolle proM'pii. Kissane, however, was not 
so lucky, and at his trial was found guilty 
and sent up for a term of two years and six 
months. Kissane went to prison, served Dine 
months, and was pardoned. After regaining 
liberty he moved to San Francisco. He is 
now said to be wealthy and a leading citi­ 
zen of that place, and it is alleged that he 
a'so has a brother, a leading lawyer, living 
with him. When Mr. Hart made his mo­ 
tion yesterday for a dismissal of the other 
indictments against Kissane. a letter from 
General Francis Dorr, of San Francisco 
and formerly of New York, was read. 
General Dorr accuses the ex-forger of scores 
of crimes, even murder, ffind continues : 
“ Kisrane, by flight and change of name, 
has so far evaded justice and arrest for 
thirty years. 
He did my family a 
great wrong, and I have hoped to 
find him all these years. 
I have 
at last succeeded, recognized and identified 
him beyond doubt. He is a prominent 
man in the State, and has great wealth. 
One of his brothers is a leading lawyer in 
that State, also under an assumed name, 
and their real names and history are not 
dreamed of by the public. His repentance 
is all nonsense. He ha3 never offered res­ 
titution to the many lie has wronged. J 
send my request to Mr. Martiue to defeat 
any efforts of Kissane or friends to remove 
the legal claims upon him.'’ The letter is 
addressed to JIartine, District Attorney. 
The Recorder said he would reserve Ins 
opinion till he had seen counsel for the 
Chemical Bank. Many now ask, "W ho is 
this Kissane ?” 
E X PE R T SIVOKDSMEN. 
Brilliant KxlilMtlnn of Swordsm anship iu 
New York. 
New Y ork. March 2*Jth.—[special.] — 
The fencing master, llegis Senac, who said 
of young Louis Trouchett, when be came 
over frcm Paris recently, tbat be knew 
nothing about fencing, found out last night 
that bp had made a big mistake about the 
young graduate of the Paris Fencing 
Academy. 
The discovery was made in 
Cosmopolitan Hall, where Senac en­ 
countered Trouchett in a notable battle for 
the championship of America aud a stake 
of $1,U00. There was a big crowd of club 
men in the hall when the two experts faced 
each other. Many ladies who fence at the 
New Yoik Fencing C'no looked on from 
private boxes and the balcony. 
Senac is a taller man and broader- 
chested than Trouchett. He was dressed 
in a suit of black velvet, with a red belt 
about his waist, and white leather gaunt­ 
lets 011 lto it hands. It was the suit he 
wears when Mrs. Langtry dons her tight- 
fitting fencing waist aud blouse and wide 
trousers to take fencing lessons. Trouchett 
hopped upon the platform in the same sort 
of velvet suit and the same kind of gaunt­ 
lets. That’s the way he faces Sarah Bern­ 
hardt when the French actress wauts to 
take some exercise with the foils. 
The conditions were two fifieen-minute 
assaults with the foils, with a five-minute 
intermission, and then an assault of fifteen 
minutes with triangular dueling swords, 
after tea minutes’ rest. It was the finest 
exhibition of fencing ever seen in this city. 
The fighting was hard and furious, but 
scientific. 
In the first bout Trouchett 
scored eight points to six for Senac. The 
second closed even at eleven. At the c-nd 
ot the third Trouchett was declared the 
winner. 011 a total ol seventeen to fourteen 
scientific points. 
FI I&T BLOOD FOK REAGAN. 
One H undred Railroad Em ployes D e­ 
prive;! ot Em ploym ent. 
Pittsdurg, March 20ih. — The entire 
force of cierks in the transfer station of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad, in this city, 
have been notified that after the present 
month’s business was finished their serv­ 
ices would be no longer required. Nearly 
1CK) men, wlm were receiving salaries of 
from $50 to $125 per month, will be thrown 
out of employment by the abandonment of 
the station, which is believed to be one of 
the first violent effects of the passage of the 
interstate commerce hill. Heretofore all 
freight from either East or West passing 
from the main lineofthe Pennsylavnia road 
to the main line of the Pennsylvania Com­ 
pany, or vice versa, has been rebilled end 
transferred in this city, but in future all 
freight will he shipped through to its desti­ 
nation without any transferring whatever. 
THE TUEASUR YsHII’. 
Difficulty of Finding a Successor to Secre­ 
tary Jordan. 
W ashington, March Sfith.—[Special.]— 
The President Í3 still at sea as to the ap­ 
pointment of a successor to Treasurer Jor­ 
dan. The office is one that is hard to fill 
on account of the large bond required and 
the comparatively small salary. There is 
so little chance for a man to make a reputa­ 
tion in the ofiice that few men who would 
be acceptable to the President could be in­ 
duced to accept it. The President has made 
up his mind to appoint some man not non­ 
in the service, and a Western man, if one 
to suit can be found. As to the Assistant 
Secretaryship, Solicitor McCue is the only 
candidate kept constantly at the front. The 
Judge himself knows nothing about the 
matter. The duties of the office require 
a knowledge of customs matters not 
likely to be possessed by any man 
living outside of New York, Chicago, New 
Orleans or San Francisco. The best law­ 
yers in other places do not, as a rule, 
make a study of these questions. No man 
not thoroughly acquainted with the cus­ 
toms laws and rulings could fill the posi­ 
tion. The questions tbat he would be 
called upon to decide are of such import­ 
ance tbat they are liable to seriously af­ 
fect the revenues of the Government. Mc­ 
Cue is the most prominently associated 
with the appointment because of his famil­ 
iarity with customs matters, and the im­ 
portance of getting a man of whose quali­ 
fications the President has personal knowl­ 
edge may incline him to give the appoint­ 
ment to New Ydrk, if the Treasurersbip 
goes to the West. 
STILL AFTER HIM. 
It is to Be H oped the President Has 
Strong Nerves, at Least, 
W ashington, March 2!)tb.—[Special.]— 
Dr. Sowers' prediction that, unless the 
President took regular exercise, he would 
be apt to die before the expiration of his 
term, attracted a great deal of attention 
here, where the doctor, who is one of the 
ablest members of bis profession, resides. 
Your correspondent watched the President 
very' closely for abourlialf an hour in his 
private otHcc this morning. There were 
during this time about twenty callers, who 
were admitted to the library. The Presi­ 
dent’s desk stands in a l>av-window of this 
room overlooking the White House lot, 
the monument grounds and the I’otomac 
river. 
Along the circular apartment 
are book-cases. sofas and easy-chairs in 
which callers sit until they are approached 
in regular order by the President, to wbom 
they state their business. 
Whenever any 


caller has a communication of a specially 
private nature to make, Cleveland lias a 
habit of walking with him to one of the 
windows near the desk, and there hearing 
what he has to say. It was 10 o’clock when 
your correspondent called, and the Presi­ 
dent was just out from breakfast. It was 
observed that whenever be approached one 
of the bookcases be placed his hand upon 
it and supported himseli as much as possi­ 
ble. While ntoviug around the room in 
conversation, wilh six out of ten of his vis­ 
itors, he rested against a bookcase or some 
other article of furniture for partial sup­ 
port. The President has not the appear­ 
ance of a healthy man. His complexion 
lias the ashy color of that of the late Presi­ 
dent Arthur. He is very fleshy. His legs 
are shrunken, and his trousers hang about 
them in wrinkles. He says lie is enjoying 
excellent health, but he has not the healthy 
appearance that he had when Governor of 
New York. 
Boston’s Pride Again on Deck. 
New York, March 29th.—[Special.]— 
Any number of sports from New York, and 
a contingent from Boston, went to Cron- 
lieim’s Variety Theater in Hoboken last 
night, to see J. L. Sullivan in bis first pub­ 
lic appearance since the accident to his 
arm, when he broke one of the bones iu 
hitting Patsy Cardiff s head a glancing blow 
two months ago. Sullivan gotaround early 
with his manager, Pat Sheedy, and behind 
them trotted the brawny members of the 
Sbeedy-Sullivan combination, whose tour, 
so abruptly closed by the accident to Sulli­ 
van's arm. was to begin again. Sullivan 
was fat, and incidentuily spoké of his arm 
as still being sore. 
Sullivan appeared on the stage in tbe first 
bout with Joe Lannou. During the foi.r 
rounds he used his uninjured right almost 
exclusively. I.annon sparred lightly to 
amuse the half-crippled champion, but 
Suliivan said quietly to him, " Let her go, 
Joe! Don’t be afraid !” And Joe did "let 
her go,” giving Suliivan a big, sound 
thump in the neck, only to get one on his 
chin that made him exclaim “ Oh, heav­ 
ens !” He was mere cautious after that. 
In the fourth round Sullivan let himself 
loose a little and lauded a dozen stinging 
blows on his opponent's ribs that closed 
the bout.

GLADSTONE’S SPEECH AGAINST 
THE COERCION BILL. 


Princer Albert Victor a Victim of 
C alf Lrtrve—Ovation to a Priest in 
Dublin—Pasteur’s Plan,

London, March 29th.—The coercion bill 
appears to exceed in stringency the worst 
anticipation of the Irish. Judging by the 
reception they gave Balfour,they regard it as 
really a formidable engine for the enforce­ 
ment of law. During the Chief Secretary’s 
speech, which lasted two hours, they left 
him hardly a quiet minute. Scornful 
laughter, interruptions, excited demands 
for his authority, renewed outbreaks of 
jeering, laughter, derisive cheers—such are 
some of tbe phases in which the Liberal 
boma-rule organ describes the [«artici na­ 
tions of the Parnellites in the debate. Not 
less violent is the organ itself this morning. 
“Oneoi the worst bills ever brought into 
Parliament,” says the Daily Astws. The 
Minister asks the House to declare that 
the British Constitution shall be suspend­ 
ed in Ireland, and the liberty of every 
Irishman be at tbe mercy of tbe Executive. 
That is hardly a scientific description of 
the measure, some of the leading pro­ 
visions of which are borrowed from Glad­ 
stone's Crimes Act. However, the bill 
seems likely—if to-day’s talk be taken se­ 
riously—to make permanent the present 
division of the Liberal party. “No man 
has a right to call himself a Liberal,” con­ 
tinues our oracle; “ no man can hope to 
be accepted as a Liberal candidate by a 
constituency who votes for Balfour’s bill.” 
Continuing its criticism, the A'crus says : 
“ The provisions for taking evidence in 
cases of crime, before any individual has 
been accused ; for the summary jurisdic­ 
tion of magistrates of specified offenses 
without a jury, and with power to sentence 
to six months' imprisonment at hard labor; 
the power of changing venue within Ire­ 
land—all these are approved by all sec­ 
tions of the Ministerial majority. Though 
additional safeguards against magisterial 
mistakes may be proposed, the power of 
removing certain cases to England for trial 
was received with great laughter, and the 
House thought it of very doubtful utility. 
The authority conferred on the Lord-Lieu- 
tenant to proclaim dangerous districts is 
deemed by tbe Tories as anything but too 
rigorously restricted. The Liberals admit 
that little, if any, difference exists between 
one section and another cf this bill. They 
are going to make an unrelenting war on 
tbe whole bill. Their belief is that no bet­ 
ter cry to go to the country with can be 
found than * No coercion.’ ” 


GLADSTONE SPEAKS. 
“ T he Grand Old M an” V igorously A s­ 
saults the C oercion K ill. 
London, March 29th. — Gladstone re­ 
sumed the debate on the Irish criminal 
law amendment bill, and was loudly 
cheered when he arose. He said that an 
issue with such grave proposals as those 
now put forth by the Government required 
ample time for consideration. lie found 
himeelf bound to support Parnell's amend­ 
ment, because tbe ground on which Bul- 
four based the Government's case was ab­ 
solutely insufficient and unsatisfactory. 
The Government’s bill, instead of being a 
cure for Irish ills, or even pailiative, was a 
measure that would aggravate the deep- 
seated and worst disorders. “ With this 
coercion bill,” exclaimed Gladstone, " the 
prospect of conciliation vanished into the 
air. The Government intended to exclude 
the land bill, which was the main recom­ 
mendation of the committee which had 
just completed an exhaustive investigation 
of the Irish trouble, and nothing remains 
but the figure of coercion, bare, bald and 
gaunt, but, alas, too familiar. 
THE DECREASE OF CRIME. 
"The Right Hon. Chief Secretary for Ire­ 
land has attempted to excuse the proposals 
on the ground that crime in Ireland during 
the last three years has increased, but be 
followed the usual course in refraining 
from giving the House official information 
proving his allegations by statistics Irom 
Ireland against the Government. Take, 
for instance, the number ol threatening 
letters received in 1855. No less than ;:;2 
such letters were received; but in ISSGontv 
75 were received. Tbat hardly furnished 
a ground lor asking Parliament to assent 
to an extreme measure of coercion. Other 
cases of crime amoun'ed in 1885 to 512, and 
in 1886 to 517 [opposition cheers], and this 
increase was described as the main reason tor 
the extreme demands of the Government. 
If Balfour bed further private information 
let him speak. This was the first time he 
(Gladstone) knew of anonymous assertions 
being imposed on Parliament in support of 
a demand for legist itior,.” [Cheers.] Here 
he referred in detail to tbe cases adduced by 
Balfour of League tyranny over persons. 
Continuing, he said:' “ The persecution is 
bad enough, but it was not confined to Na­ 
tionalist. He knew of a Protestant clergy­ 
man who had been deprived of his living 
because he was a home ruler. Every Irish 
and English member should have the full­ 
est information ior presenting his views, 
[cheers] and ior scrutinizing the proposals 
of the Government. Among its most in­ 
sulting and exasperating proposals, 
THE WORST EVER SUBMITTED TO PARLIA­ 
MENT, 
Was a provision tbat Irish trials shall be 
held in London. He never knew such a 
blow at tbe national feeling of Ireland. 
The Government could devise nothing 
more likely to aggravate every existing 
event. As to tbe permanent duration of 
this bill, tbe proposals made one’s blood 
boil. To establish wbat was formerly only 
a temporary remedy as a permanent rule 
of existence of society in Ireland, would 
put the brand of inferiority upon Ireland 
forever. Recognizing as a fixed prin­ 
ciple that force was a remedy, the 
lesson of many Irish emergen cits showed 
tbat force waa no remedy, tiince the elec­ 
tion of 1885, and since tiie bulk of the Lib­ 
erals had judged it .both right and safe to 
grant home rule, Ireland has been free from 
crime and outrage—a condition long un­ 
known. 
w hy was t h is? 
Because the Irish people knew that a 
large (though insufficiently large) body of 
legislators represented their interests and 
would abide by them to the last. [Cheers.] 
If the Liberals acceded to tbe aopeals ot 
tbe Government, the result would be retro­ 
gression. As long as Ireland continued in 
her present course of moderation, so long 
won id the Liberals be bound to persevere 
iu the endeavors to assist her. 
THE TIME WILL SOON COME 
When, to the many now supporting the 
cause of Ireland, would be added many 
more: when deplorable proposals suchas 
these of tbe Government would no more 
be associated with the name of Ireland, 
and when it would be seen that in doing 
wbat they could now to serve the Irish 
cause they were subserving the cause of the 
wide Etnpireof Great Britain.” [Prolonged 
cheering.] 
THE FRIENDS OF COERCION SCARED. 
London. March 29th.—Gladstone’s speech 
is widely commented upon as an effective 
exposure of the feebleness ot tbe Govern­ 
ment's reasons lor demanding coercion. 
The strength of his reesonine is admitted 
by the Conservatives and felt keenly by the 
Unionists and Liberals, more ot wbom 
have threatened to secede unless the coer­ 
cion bill be reduced to simjtiz provisions 
against boycotting and tfas plan of cam­ 
paign.

It 
consigns the Irish -speaking peasant of rackrent- 
ed Kerry to the tender mercies of a packed jury 
of Orangemen or landlords, or to a jury of Eng­ 
lishmen at the “ Old Bailey ” in London. The 
Liberal party, headed by Cladstone, stands as 
one man against this measure, and will flgnt 
shoulder to shoulder with us in opjswing it to 
the last. It seems impossible to believe that 
even the present House of Commons will con­ 
tinue to follow the Tory Government in their 
mad course, and good judges consider the meas­ 
ure will be the wreck and ruin of the Cabinet.

T H E 
AM ENDM ENTS 
SHOULD 
BE ADOPTED. 


The constitutional judicial amendments 
will probably be adopted, as they should 
he, for they are promotive of good gov­ 
ernment. 
B ut the friends of the measures 
should not rest content with the belief 
th at they will prevail. 
Over-confidence 
breeds neglect, that results very often in 
defeat. 
There is some opposition to the 
amendments. 
It springs from the source 
tlia* manifests contrarity of spirit to nearly 
all things that proceed from any other than 
itself. 
I t is the same spirit th a t looks 
upon success with envy, upon government 
as oppression, upon taxation as a burden 
and recompense for talent as properly 
measured only by the wage of a day 
laborer. 
From this influence some votes 
will be projected against the advance step 
the amendments propose. 
We believe that 
if the press will, in the very few days be­ 
tween this and the 12th oí A pril, dispas­ 
sionately discuss the amendments, a great 
deal of misapprehension concerning them 
will lie removed. 
It is only needed that the people shall 
l>e fully informed of the defects of our 
present system, and how it is proposed to 
reform it, to secure the requisite vote for 
th eir adoption, 
ft is gratifying to note 
th at the trade and industrial journals are 
giving their support to the amendments. 
They find that they propose true economy, 
and will subserve justice, speedy settlement 
of litigation, and a higher intelligence in 
our judicial system. 
Thus we find the 
Mining and Industrial Advocate in a recent 
num ber strongly favoring the measures. 
T h at journal very clearly presents the 
forcible and conclusive reasons why the 
amendments should be adopted. 
It points 
out th at Amendment No. 1 gives to the 
Justices the selection of their presiding 
Justice. 
Surely this is wise; it is pro­ 
motive of htirmeny, and renders it im ­ 
probable that a junior inferior lawyer fresh 
from the bar, by political whim or drift, 
will ever be placed above senior and ex­ 
perienced Judges. 
It proposes to give the Supreme Court 
the aid of the present Court Commission 
bv making it a judicial instead oí a cleri­ 
cal department. 
This is to continue for 
four years, but may be extended for a 
further term if the people, by tiieir Legis­ 
lature, shall deem it necessary. 
The 
Adroeate points out that the Court is now 
two and a half years !>ehind its business, 
with no hope of overtaking it, however dil­ 
igently it may labor. Hasty decisions can­ 
not for a momeut he countenanced; the 
rights of persons or property are at stake 
in every decision in this tribunal of last 
resort, and there must he study and delib­ 
eration in each case, unless we propose to 
wreck the judicial system by haste, and 
thus unsettle the law and create such con­ 
fusion as will render titles doubtful and 
personal rights unstable. 
The Adro;ate makes an excellent point 
when it calls attention to the fact that, 
under the present system, presentation of 
a case to the Court and the rendition of 
an opinion by the Commission takes in on 
the appearance of one set of men deciding 
a case that has been heard and considered 
by a distinct body. 
It makes no difference 
th at the Court sends some cases to the 
Commission first; it must still review the 
decision of the latter, and, if it cannot 
concur, then all the work of the supple­ 
mental body is lost. 
Under the proposed 
change the Commission will l»e a depart­ 
ment, and hear and decide appeals as do 
other departments. 


Concerning another proposed change the 
Advocate says: 


Under the Constitution as it is th e Court m ay 
divide into two departm ents of three Judges 
each. This was designed to give it double 
w orking capacity, but, unfortunately, thepres- 
c n t Constitution requires the concurrence of 
th e three Judges in a departm ent to render a 
judgm ent. If one dissents th ere is a m is-trial, 
and the case has necessarily to go into tbe 
Court in bank and be heard all over again. 
T h e result is easily seen. A fter a case has been 
argued in departm ent and elaborately consid­ 
ered by th e three Justices, and perhaps an opin­ 
io n w ritten by one of them on w hich a great 
d eal of thought and tim e have been expended, 
if one Justice disagrees, «11 th a t is m ostly clear 
loss. 
Now, the am endm ent provides th at, 
w hile three Justices must be present at the 
argum ent, tw o m ay render a judgm ent.. T hat 
ends the case, unless th e Court in bank orders 
it reheard. The bare statem ent o f the scope of 
th e am endm ent is enough to recom m end it to 
th e voters of th e Slate. The Court is so m uch 
behind th at th e delay in rendering judgm ent 
am ounts to a denial of justice in m any eases. 
Pass th is am endm ent nud th e Suprem e Court 
will be able to clear its docket and keep even 
w ith its business. 
Another im portant amendment is that 
which gives the power to fill a vacancy for 
the unexpirecl term instead of until the 
next general election. 
No lawyer in good 
practice will abandon it and let his busi­ 
ness pass into the hands of others, probably 
not to be recalled, for a few months upon 
th e bench. 
If the Executive should ap­ 
point to vacm cy at all, let it be for the 
rem ainder of the term, in order to secure 
th e highest ability for the place. 
The 
idea th at it dangeronsly enlarges the 
power of the Governor is fallacious. 
If 
th at officer is competent to select a Justice 
fit to serve a few months or weeks, he is 
competent to select a person to serve a 
longer period. 
It enlarges his power, it is 
true, so far as length of term is concerned, 
but it enlarges at the same tim e the field 
and num ber from which he may choose, 
and thus broadens the probability of fitly 
filling the vacancy and conserving the 
public good. 
T he provision for the removal of a Jus­ 
tice who liecoiues disqualified is an abso­ 
lute necessity. 
As th? law now stands, 
the possibility exists of one person filling 
a place upon the bend, who by physical 
ailment, mental decline and intellectual 


torpor, becomes a drag to it, a hindrance 
to justice and a means of putting the Court 
hopelessly behind its business. 
T hat a 
Justice who during service wears out 
should be retired upon a fair pension for 
the remainder of his term is so obviously 
just and generous th at It speaks for itself 
with convincing force. 
Amendment num ber two involves an in­ 
crease in the salaries of Justices and many 
of the Superior Judges. 
Such salaries 
should bear just relation to th e service de­ 
manded and he proportioned to the talent 
the bench of the State must command. 
As the Advocate well says: 
“ W e believe 
the salaries of Judges should be sufficient 
to invite the best talent in the State. 
I t 
is a good principle to go on to pay well for 
judicial services. 
The salaries proposed 
are none too great to secure the best abili­ 


ties.” 


THE G0LDENS0N CASE. 


W ith phenomenal celerity Alexander 
Goldenson, who m urdered M amie K elly 
in November last, in San Francisco, was 
brought to trial, and on Monday evening 
was found guilty and the death penalty af­ 
fixed. 
It is so unusual a thing for a m ur­ 
der to 1» brought to trial and judgm ent 
w ithin the lifetim e of all the witnesses, 
and while the facts are still fresh in the 
public mind, th at public surprise is nat­ 
ural. 
In no case now recalled was such 
persistent effort ever made to postpone a 
trial. 
The attorneys for the defense in 
vain pleaded pre-engagem ents; the Court 
properly ruled th at the demands of public 
justice were superior to those of private 
convenience, and the defendant and his 
friends refusing to engage other counsel, 
the Court appointed attorneys for Golden­ 
son, and he was forced to trial. 
It was a 
new experience in crim inal practice in 
California, and old-time crim inal lawyers 
looked upon it as a rude one, interfering 
with the long-established custom to delay 
trials and retard the proceedings until the 
public became indifferent concerning them. 
Of course Goldenson’s defense was in­ 
sanity. 
It is the usual plea of brutal m ur­ 
derers who are unable to set up even a 
shadow of provocation as excusing their 
crimes. Goldenson went into the question of 
heredity however, and attem pted to prove 
th at one of his grandparents was insane. 
H e succeeded only in showing th at the 
man was a cranky, iraseable and cross­ 
grained, tempestuous old Russian. The de­ 
fendant proved th at he him self had been 
violent at times, beating his brothers, in­ 
sulting his parents and abusing his asso­ 
ciates. 
But, divested of all the cunning 
seeming 
of 
m ental 
unbalance, 
the 
trial 
simply 
developed 
the 
fact 
th at this brutish boy is a hoodlum—not 
insane, but m orally depraved; not bereft 
of reason, but exceedingly cunning in his 
brutalities. 
T he anim al is predominant 
in this wretched being; he is devoid of 
the ordinary sense of shame that most 
men feel. 
Filled with liquor—according 
to his 
own 
confession— ugly-tempered, 
brutal and utterly depraved, he conceived 
the idea of “ killing his girl,” as he him ­ 
self pharsed it, and on the public street 
shot to death the child Mamie Kelly, as 
she left her school-room for her home. No 
hum an being has in recent years been 
brought to public notice who more richly 
deserved the halter’s sudden pull. 
H ang­ 
ing is too good for such a brute. 
If h u ­ 
m anity and law did not forbid unusual 
punishm ent, good m ight be conserved by 
breaking the brutal disposition of this 
wretchedly depraved fellow by enforced 
physical suffering. 
Even if a faint sus­ 
picion anywhere exists that Goldenson is 
touched w ith insanity, a good use to which 
to put him and his kind is hanging. 
The 
asylums are not for such as Goldenson. If 
insane to the degree that leads him to kill 
girls, he cannot he set at liberty. 
The 
jury has, therefore, with eminent fitness 
assigned him to adorn the gallows-tree, to 
which he is legitim ate heir. 
H is execu­ 
tion may serve to want the smali army of 
young hoodlums, who go about full of beer 
w ith pistols at their hips, th at there are 
safer avocations than the shooting of their 
girls. 
___________ ______________ 


P r o f e s s o r M cG e e has gone into the 
W iggins business, prophesying th at many 
Eastern cities are in danger of earth­ 
quake visitations sim ilar to th at which 
afflicted Charleston. 
The Professor is in­ 
discreet, to say the least. 
H e can not do 
good by his forecasts, while they will cause 
thousands of tim id people inconceivable 
misery. 
I t is true that science enables its 
students to locate thin earth crusts, and to 
make fairly reasonable conjectures— based 
on past disturbances—as to points of great­ 
est pressure and least resistance in the 
earth’s shell. 
But th at they cau locate the 
belts liable to he affected w ithin any given 
time, is absurd, since they cannot know, 
and scientific research has not given them 
testimony on which to base a forecast as to 
the time when internal disturbances will 
take place. For aught the world of science 
can know, upon the thinnest crust belts 
there have lived for ages m illions, of peo­ 
ple, undisturbed hv earth tremors. 
U ntil 
there is earthquake disturbance, no evi- 
lenees arc furnished of the probable di­ 
rection of internal earth throes. 


A PECULIAR 
CASE. 


A I.AitoE body of excursionists is to he 
received here to-day and escorted for some 
hours about the city. 
T his is a beginning 
of w hat should be systematic endeavor- 
We should do something more to secure 
the longer stoppage of excursion parties. 
They should he m et by committees fully 
competent for the delicate task of receiv­ 
ing, and they should be shown the city 
and vicinity, and, if possible, be induced 
to visit the foothills and northern and 
central valley sections. 
Generous con­ 
tributions ought to he made by the people 
of Sacramento and vicinity to insure this 
work being done. 
Instead of a reception 
now and then, there should be daily duty 
doing of th at character, and small as well 
as large groups of visitors attended. 
The 
steps thus far taken are good, in the right 
direction, but they should be longer, firmer 
and more frequent. 
There is plenty of 
public spirit here, bnt it needs organiza­ 
tion and leadership and generous financial 
support. 


T h e proposition is on foot in San Fran­ 
cisco, and being thoroughly discussed, to 
engage the city in a general system of local 
improvements. 
I t is needed. 
The me­ 
tropolis o f the State does not “show up” to 
strangers in a way to reflect credit upon 
California for cleanliness. 
F or instance, 
why is it that the streets of a city so rich, 
favored by a low tax rate and prosperity, 
cannot be sprinkled at public expense? 
Sacramento, more burdened and less cap­ 
able of the expenditure, sprinkles all her 
streets ; but in the chief city of the coast 
the dust and filth o f the public highways 
is whirled into the nostrils o f the people 
bv the ever-restlcss winds o f that locality.

Coroner Clark received from Justice 
Anderson, of Folscm , yesterday, a report 
of the proceedings taken at the inquest 
held by the Justice at that place on Mon­ 
day upon the body of a Chinam an found 
in a Chinese cabin. The dead Chinaman 
bad a bullet wound in the region of the 
bowels ; and in tbe same place was found 
another Celestial, nam ed Ah Ship, suffer­ 
ing from several severe knife wounds, and 
so badly injured that it is not believed 
probable that he will recover. The only 
witness that could be obtained who was 
capable of throwing any light upon the 
circnmstances connected with the death of 
the individual upon whom the inquest 
was to be held was Ah Ship. H is testi­ 
m ony was to the effect that last Saturday 
night, about 11 o’clock, he heard some one 
calling at the door of his cabin, and went 
to see who it was and w hat was wanted. 
As be opened the door an unknow n China­ 
man advanced upon him and struck him 
upon the head with a knife, and then cut 
him in several other places, not ceasing un­ 
til Ah Ship drew a pistol and shot him. 
Ship claims that 
he had 
never had 
any quarrel with the m an, was not ac­ 
quainted with him and did not know his 
name. The Coroner’s ju ry returned as 
their verdict that the deceased, nam e un­ 
known, came to his death from a gunshot 
wound inflicted by A h Ship, who acted in 
sell-defense. Coroner Clark will refer the 
m atter of the homicide to Sheriff Drew for 
any further action that may be necessary.

T o p ro p o s e to th e p e o p le o f th e S ta te an 
a m e n d m e n t to th e C o n stitu tio n o f th e 
S ta te , re la tiv e to th e J u d ic ia r y D e p a r t­ 
m e n t. 


Resolved, T hat the Legislature of th e State of 
California, at its regular session, com m encing 
on th e th ird day of January, A. I), eighteen h u n ­ 
dred and eighty-seven, tw o-thirds of all the 
m em bers elected to each ot the two Houses of 
said Legislature voting in favor thereof, hereby 
propose th at Sections tw o and three, of Article 
VI., of th e C onstitution of said 
State, be 
am ended so as to read as follow s: 


S ection 2. The Suprem e Court shall consist of 
seven Justices. I h e Associate Justices o f the 
Suprem e Court, iu office at the tim e of th e adop­ 
tion of this am endm ent to th e C onstitution, are 
hereby continued in office as Justices of the fcu- 
prem e Court for th e rem ainder of th e term s to 
w hich they w ere respectively elected. T he Ju s­ 
tices shall elect one of th eir num ber to be C hief 
Justice, and he shall hold th e office o f Chief 
Justice of said Court for a term of tw o years. 
At the expiration of th e term of the C hief Jus­ 
tice first elected, and every two years thereafter, 
th e Justices shall elect a C hief Justice for a like 
term of two years. An entry of th e election of 
such C hief Justice sh all be m ade in the m inutes 
of th e Court aud signed by four Justices. W hen­ 
ever thereafter a vacancy occurs in the office o f 
C hief Justice, a like election shall be had to 
fill such office for the unexpired term . T he Su­ 
prem e Court m ay sit in departm ents or in bank, 
and shall alw ays be open for th e transaction of 
business.

T he C hief Justice sh all assign 
three of the Justices to each departm ent, aud 
such assignm ent m ay be changed by him from 
tim e to tim e. The Justices shall becom iietent to 
sit in eith er departm ent, and m ay interchange 
w ith each other by agreem ent am ong them ­ 
selves or as ordered by the C hief Justice. Each 
of the departm ents sh all have the pow er to h ear 
an d determ ine causes an d all questions arising 
therein, subject to th e provisions hereinafter 
contained in relation to the Court iu bauk. The 
presence of three Justices shall be necessary to 
transact any business in eith er of th e d epart­ 
m ents, except such as m ay be done a t ch am ­ 
bers, and th e concurrence ot two Justices shall 
l»e necessary to pronounce a judgm ent. The 
C hief Justice sh all apportion th e business to 
th e departm ents, an d m ay. in his discretion, 
order any cause pending before the Court to be 
h eard and decided by the Court in bank. The

Governor H ill, of New York, has written 
a letter to Governor Bartlett, of this Stale, 
concerning the requisition of Jim m y Hope, 
that is very good reading. Several months 
since this notorious burglar finished a term 
at San Quentin, and as he was wanted in 
New York to serve out sentences for sim i­ 
lar burglarious crimes, the proper papers 
were sent here to take him on his release. 
All the powers of the great State of New 
York have been brought to bear to induce 
the California authorities to give up this 
king of bank robbers, but so far all are 
futile. 
Governor H ill uses very strong 
language in denouncing the Courts of this 
8tate. and demands to know of the Gov­ 
ernor what kind of a judiciary California 
has that will do all in its power to shield 
fugitives from justice, and which totally 
ignores ail statutory and interstate laws. 
Governor Bartlett has replied to Governor 
Hill, stating that he will doall in his power 
io comply with the request of the State of 
New York, and furnishes him with a 
lengthy statem ent made by Attorney-Gen­ 
eral Johnson regarding the case. The early 
complications in the case were made by the 
informality of the papersjmade outjby Gov­ 
ernor Ston’eman, and the queer and unpre­ 
cedented ruling of the Superior Judge be­ 
fore whom the exam ination was com­ 
menced.
